FOOD  POISONING.  Between  5 til  July  and  20th  July,  135  cases  of 
Food  Poisoning  wore  officially  notified  as  occurring  in  tho 
Borough.  It  is  estimated  that  for  every  case  notified,  a  further 
three  were'  not  notified  and  it  is  therefore  probable  that  there 
were  some  400  -  500  cases  in  the  town  in  all.  In  addition,  the 
outbreak  occurred  in  Witham  Urban  District,  Maldon  Rural  District

that  3,000  -  4,000  cases  occurred  in  all  out  of  a  population  at 
risk  of  about  40,000  people.  The  epidemic  was  fortunately  of  a 
mild  nature  and  the  majority  of  the  patients  were  more  or  less 
normal  in  48  hours.  There  were  no  deaths  in  this  District 
although  three  deaths  were  traced  in  the  other  areas  affected.

The  outbreak  was  investigated  in  conjunction  with  the 
other  authorities  affected  and  also  in  conjunction  with  the 
County  Pathologist  (Dr.  F.E.  Camps). 


All  the  possible  main  sources  of  spread  except  meat 
were  eliminated  either  by  exclusion  or  bacteriological 
examination  and  the  epidemic  was  confined  to  the  districts 
receiving  their  meat  supply  through  the  same  central  slaughter 
house . 


In  a  joint  report  to  cover  all  the  districts,  the 
Pathologist,  Dr.  Camps,  came  to  the  following  conclusions: 

(a)  The  infection  was  due  to  Salmonella  ty phi -murium. 


(b)  The  reservoir  of  infection  proved  to  be  the  Area 
Slaughterhouse  in  the  Witham  Urban  District,  and  the 
vehicle  of  spread,  home  killed  raw  meat. 

(c)  The  origin  of  the  infection  was  probably  an  infected  pig 
which  was  slaughtered  and  contaminated  the  other  carcases 
by  infecting  the  wiping  down  cloths. 

(d)  The  general  lay-out  of  the  slaughterhouse  and  the  technique 
employed  in  handling  the  food  seem  to  have  contributed  to 
the  epidemic  spread.

Representations  have  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
to  the  Meat  Transport  Organisation  with  a  view  to  securing 
improvements  in  the  supply  and  distribution  of  the  meat  but  with 
only  limited  results.  For  example,  in  the  absence  of  vehicles 
fitted  for  hanging  the  meat, it  was  suggested  that  woodon  duck- 
boards  bo  laid  on  the  floors  of  existing  vehicles  in  order  to 
avoid  the  meat  being  dragged  over  the  floor  contaminated  by  the 
moat  porter’s  boots.  -  At  the  time  of  writing  this  matter  is 
still  under  consideration. 


ISOLATION  HOSPITAL.  The  Mai don  Joint  Hospital  Board’s  Hospital 
at  Heybridge  has  continued  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  area, 
despite  difficulties  in  regard  to  staffing.  The  Joint  Board 
has  adopted  the  Rushcliffe  scale  for  increased  salaries  for  its 
nursing  staff. 


SCABIES.  A  few  cases  have  been  reported  to  me  but  the  usual 
post-war  incidence  is  on  the  decline.

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HOUSING- .

Whilst  bho  demand  for  improved  accommodation  is 
appreciated  and  is  to  he  v-'o-lcomod,  there  is  no  doubt  that  a 
closer  ex^mi  motion  of  tne  facts  of  the  housing  situation  would 
enable  this  mars  to  be  viewed  in  a  more  realistic  manner.

In  considering  these  figures  it  is  to  bo  ..noted  that 
since  1911,  considerable  numbers  of  houses  larger  than  the  average 
old  house  have  been  erected  in  the  town,  thus  making  the  real 
over-all  decline  in  the  incidence  of  overcrowding  greater  than 
the  apparent  improvement  shown  by  the  figures. 

It  would  appear  that  the  greater  pressure  of  demand 
for  more  houses  does  not  arise  primarily  from  an  increase  in  the 
over-all  incidence  of  overcrowding  by  itself,  but  from  the 
increasing  number  of  ” family  units”  who  each  demand  a  house. 

Apart  from  this  factor  it  is  logical  to  conclude  that  many  of  the 
actual  cases  of  overcrowding  existing  aro  arising  from  the  mal¬ 
distribution  of  accommodation  rather  than  the  shortage  of 
accommodation  in  terms  of  houses  and  persons. 

Again,  there  is  the  question  of  families  living  in 
unfit  houses  -  or  houses  alleged  to  be  unfit.  These  fall  into 
four  di s t in c t  gr o up s :

(i)  families  living  in  houses  condemned  under  the 
Housing  Acts . 

( ii )  Families  living  in  houses  which  under  ordinary 
(pre-war)  circumstances  should  be  condemned. 


(iii)  Families  living  in  houses  urgently  requiring  repair 
as  a  result  of  neglect  of  war  years.

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(iv)  Pami.l  ios  .living  in  old  houses  in  fair  repair  but 

lacking  modern  amenities.  These  families  are  what 
might  be  called  "housing  conscious". 

Troxii  the  foregoing  it  will  bo  seen  that  from  a 
housing  planning  point  of  view  it  is  necessary  to  know; 

(a)  how  many  "family  units"  there  are  in  the  Borough 
without  their  own  accommodation,  together  with  the 
sizes  of  ouch  'family  units". 

(b)  how  many  families  there  are  living  in  condemned 
houses . 


(c)  how  many  families  there  are  living  in  houses  which 

are  not  repairable. 

Suggestions  have  been  put  forward  whereby  the  names, 
numbers  and  sizes  of  the  different  "family  units"  without 
accommodation  of  their  own  could  bo  abstracted  from  tho  list  of 
housing  applications.  Tho  names  of  families  living  in 
condemned  houses  are  also  available. 

During  tl:m  year,  proposals  were  put  forward  for  the 
classification  of  all  the  houses  in  the  Borough  with  a  view  to 
providing  tho  answer  to  paragraph  (c)  above,  and  also  to  place 
action  for  the  ‘wind  and  weatherproofing"  of  the  remaining  houses 
upon  an  ordered  basis.  Within  the  limits  proscribed  by  the 
necessity  for  additional  units  of  accommodation  and  the 
desirability  of  the  demolition  of  worn  out  houses,  it  would  seem 
to  bo  preferable  to  make  habitable  by  "wind  and  weatherproofing" 
say  toil  old  houses  rather  than  build  one  new  house  and  leave 
nine  families  in  dilapidated  houses.  There  can  bo  little 
doubt  which  could  be  done  most  expeditiously  from  the  point  of 
view  of  economy  in  time,  labour  or  materials.  In  many  instances 
the  repair  of  their  houses. would  mean  the  removal  of  the 
occupiers  name  from  the  list  of  necessitous  applicants  for 
alternative  accommodation . 

During  tho  year,  every  effort  has  been  made  by  the 
sanitary  inspector  to  secure  essential  repairs. to  houses,  but 
such  action  has  been  severely  restricted  by  shortages  of  building 
materials  and  labour  and  by  lack  of  assistance  in  the  Public 
Health  Department.  With  tho  control  of  civil  building  work  by 
licences,  there  is  the  clearest  necessity  for  the  closest  co¬ 
ordination  of  the  two  aspects  of  building  maintenance,  i.e., 
in  addition  to  restricting  the  issue  of  building  licences  to 
essential  works  -  which  is  tho  negative  aspect  of  building 
licences,  there  is  tho  positive  obligation  to  ensure  that  urgent 
repairs  are  in  fact  carried  out  first.

(i)  j;  ambulance  Facilities  .  The  Corporation  provide  one  ambulance 
for  medical,  surgical  and  accident  cases.  An  ambulance  is 
provided  by  the  Maldon  Joint  Hospital  Board  for  the  removal 
of  patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases. 


( ii ) Hospitals . ( a ) 


Infectious  Diseases :  Cases  of  infectious  diseas, 
are  received  and  treated  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Heybridge,  Maldon,  by  arrangement 
with  the  Maldon  Joint  Hospital  Board.

Centre  in  Wantz  Chase,  Maldon,  where  sessions  are  held  on 
the  second  and  fourth  Thursdays  in  each  month  at  10*0  a.m. 

(iv)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.  The  County  Council  is  the 
responsible  authority  for  these  services  and  full  use  can 

be  made  of  the  facilities  offered  through  the  County  Scheme. 
Adequate  provision  for  hospital  treatment  and  specialists’ 
services  are  similarly  available  where  necessary. 

Various  clinics  in  the  above  connection  are  provided 
at  the  Combined  Treatment  Centre,  Wantz  Chase,  Maldon,  where

Water . 

The  Borough,  with  the  exception  of  a  fow  outlying 
houses,  is  served  by  a  piped  water  supply  which  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Corporation. 

The  water  is  supplied  from  two  deep  wells',  but  owing  to 
the  insufficient  yield  the  supply  is  inadequate  (800,000 
gallons  per  week)  and  is  supplements  ;d  by  an  average  o.. 

800,000  gallons  par  week  taken  from  the  mains  of  the  Southend 
W  a  t  e  r  C  omp  an  y  . 


Routine  chemical  and  bacteriologies 1  examinations  of  the; 
sources  ci  supply  wore  carried  out  during  the  year  under 
review  and  a he  results  of  those  examinations  have  all  proved 
to  be  saui of notary. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  nub.  daily  records  are 
maintained  of  the  operation  of  the  chlorination  plants. 


( i i )  Drai nago  and  Sewerage . 

A  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the 
main  drainage  ana  disposal  of  sewage  has  been  lodged  with 
the  Minister  of  Health.  It  is  to  be  emphasised  that  the 
need  for  these  improvements  is  steadily  increasing  with  the 
erection  of  additional  houses.  The  increased  consumption 
of  water  (from  approximately  1,300,000  gallons  per  week  in 
1988  to  1,600,000  gallons  per  week  at  present)  is  reflected 
in  the  increased  quantity  of  sewage  and  foul  was to  water 
which  is  being  discharged  into  the  river.

Towards  the  end  of  the  year..  action  was 

initiated  upon  the  report  cf  tho  Sanitary  Inspector  to 
clean  up  Hoybridgo  Creek  which  has  for  a  considerable  time 
been  a  dumping  ground  for  all  kinds  of  r of use  and  for 
sewage.  Quite  apart  from  the  rubbish  in  this  creek,  there 
are  many  drains  and  old  sevvci't  ell  discharging  sewage  into 
the  stream  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  adjacent 
houses . 


During  the  year,  attention  has  again  been  drawn  to 
the  filthy  condition  of  the  ditch  et  the  end  of  Mill  Lana, 
Full bridge ,  into  which  a  sewer  discharges. 

Unless  it  becomes  evident  that  the  improved  sewage 
disposal  and  sewerage  scheme  can  be  commenced  in  the  near 
future,  serious  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to 
action  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  effluents  being 
discharged  into  the  river  at  many  points,  either  by  the 
construction  of  septic  tanks  or  other  means.

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yet  another  urgent  reason  for  carrying 


sewerage  scheme.  There  are  now  738  pail 
closets  and  151  cesspools  in  the  area. 
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are  connected  to  59  of  the  cesspools  and  a  further 
67  W.C’s  appear  to  be  piped  vo  open  ditches.  Many  of  the 
cesspools  aro  cesspool *  in  name  only  and  are  of  too  small 
a  capacity;  leak  into  the  sub-soil  or  adjecent  ditches  or 
are  pumped  out  by  the  tenants  themselves  on  to  their  gardens 


( i i )  Public  Cleansing. 


The  emptying  of  pail  closets  is  carried  out 
departmentally  by  means  of  a  motor  vehicle.  The  vehicle  is 
a  Dennis  Freighter,  of  11  cubic  yards  capacity,  low  loading, 
end  tipping  and  petrol  driven,  with  a  romoveablo  metal 
container  for  the  reception  of  the  contents  of  night  soil 
pails.  Nightsoil  is  collected  from  parts  of  the  Borough 
twice  weekly  and  disposed  of  by  tipping  into  the  main  sewer 
outfall .

Inspector  was  vacant  from  1st  January  to  28th  February  and 
during  this  time  Mr.  G-.L,  Turner,  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
to  Maldon  Rural  District  Council,  acted  in  matters  of  urgency. 
The  present  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  F.A.  Irving,  commenced 
duties  on  1st  March. 


The  following  is  a  summary  of 
the  year: 
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Tho  summer  screen  has  soon  renewed  activity 
at  the  camping  grounds  in  the  district  at  MriJil  Beach  and 
Osea  Road.  The  sanitary  accommodation  and  development 
of  these  camping  grounds  Lb  a  matter  for  concern  and  it
